Additional developments Wednes- 
dey revealed information that the 
state’s investigators are engaged in 
checking every movement of the slay-

ceding the shooting. Fox is reported

hotel that he is said to have been 
seen in the company of the woman 
who was the central figure in Wed- 
nesday’s investigation, Efforts to ver- 
ify reports that this woman left the 
city near the time of the | hooting 
were fruitless. 
Boykin Out of Town. 


Solicitor John Boykin was report- 
ed as being out of the city Wednes- 
day, and no statement was made from 
his office during his absence. Huw- 
ever, officials following the investi- 
gation stated that efforts are being 
made to obtain a more complete re- 
port on the indicted man’s movements 
on the day of the shooting. 


Attorney William Schley Howard, 
employed to assist Solicitor Boykin 
in conducting the prosecution, statea 
Wednesday that the only announce- 
ment he was at liberty to make was 
“that the prosecution is not at all sur- 
prised that the defense has resorted 
to an insanity plea for the slayer.” 

Reports concerning the rigid in. 
vestigation being conducted into the 
movements of Fox during the hours 
preceding the shooting were correbo- 
rated by Attorney Howard. He also

Detroit, November 14.—Though he 
challenged Woodrow Wilson's accusa- 
tion that France and Italy are “mak- 
ing waste paper” of the Versailles 
treaty, Bainbridge Colby, who was 
secretary of state under Wilson, told 
Detroit bankers Wednesday night that 
his chief's “philosopher idea—the 
league of nations—is still the onby 
solvent for Eurepe’s ills.” 

Colby’s position in democratic party 
councils is se high, and his liasion 
with Wilson is believed to be so in- 
timate, that his speech was widely 
regarded ag added assurance thut a 
powerful movement is afoot to keep 
the league one of the living issues of 
the 1924 campaign. 

“England, in her island security, 
regards Germany primafily as a lame 
customer whose buying power for 
British commodities she would like to 
restore,” Colby said. : 

“France, on the other band, has a 
two-fold objective—the will to live as 
well as the desire to be repaid.”

Heavy increase in the license tax 
on the capital stock of large corpora- 
tiuns was voted by the lower house 
of the Georgia general assembly Wed- 
needay in an amendment t2 the gen- 
eral tax act proposed by &epreseprt- 
ative Stewart, of Atkinson county. 
The increase was a companion meas- 
ure to another which did not cume up 
for action and which removes all ad 
valorem tax from cultivated farm 
lands. 

The amendment will, according to 
Mr. Stewart, solve the entire tax 
problem of Georgia and end all ne- 
cessity for further work by che spe-

The amendment adopted Wednes- 
day provides that all corpotations 
doing business in the state shall pay 
a license tax of $100 on euch $1,- 
000,000. of their capital stock in ex- 
cess of $2,000,000, Under the prer- 
ent law, the corporations § are 
paying sttch a license tax on 4 grad- 
uated scale, the highest tax. being $600 
on capitalization of $2,000,000 o: 
over. Under the law as amended by 
Mr. Stewart, a corporation with $5,- 
000,000 capitalization would pay $600 
for the first $2,000,000, and $100 foi 
each additional million or $900 in all.

PARIS 1S PRESSING. 

London, November 14.—Notwith- 
standing the official equanimity over 
reports that William Hohenzollern 
was planning to return to the father- 
land, some of the newspapers con- 
tinue to express suspicion as*to his 
designs. 

The Doorn correspondent of The 
Daily Mail says the former kaiser’s 
return has been *under consideration 
for’ several weeks. The neWspaper 
recalls various recent rumors which 
are supposed to confirm William’s in- 
tentions, but none of these has a very 
solid appearance and nowhere is there 
anything that tends to substantiate 
the report. 

France is bringing pressure to bear 
on Great Britain looking to joint ac- 
tion for the expulsion from Germany 
of the former crown prince. 

For the moment the British govern- 
ment believes it useless to try to un- 
do the accomplished fact, but no de 
cision will bo announced until after 
today’s cabinet meeting. The govern- 
ment has received no offitial intima- 
tion the former kaiser intends to du- 
plieate the dash of his heir. British 
officials are confident that Holland 
will observe her pledge to act as 
jailer for the-former war lord. 

Unity of Action Sought. 

France is urging Great Britain to 
send a strong rejoinder to Germany 
regarding Chancellor Stresemann’s 
negative reply to the allied request 
for greater protection and latitude of 
action for the interallied military 
control. commission. France favors 
energetic action if Beflin refuses to 
give up the ex-crown prince or de 
clines to extend the safeguards re 
quested for the commission. ' 

In the British view the seizure of 
Hamburg or other German ports is 
not to be ruled out from possible ac 
tion by France if Germany refuses 
to capitulate, but officials here dem 
clare England will decline to support 
such drastic measures. 

There appears a clearly defined ef- 
fort on the part of Premier Poincare 
to establish greater unity of action 
between France and England so as to 
impress the Berlin cabinet and dis | 
courage the ex-kaiser from attempting 
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New York, November 14.—Two 
bank messengers were murdered by 
two bandits who stole $43,600 from 
them in a spectacular hold-up today 
at the Fifty-fifth street station of the 
West End subway line in Brooklyn. 

The station was filled with per- 
sons on their way to work when tie 
tandits opened fire, later fleeing with 
their haul in an automobile for which 
the police have sent out a general 
alarm within a fifty-mile radius of 
the city. 

The messengers who were shot were 
William S. Barlow and William H: 
MeLaughlin, both of Brooklyn, and 
p-mployed by the West End bank. 
They were taking the money to an- 
other bank, 

| Shot on Stairs. 

Carrying the money in a black bag, 
the messengers boarded a West End 
train at EKighty-sixth street, where the 
subway trains run on an overhead 
structure, getting out at the Fifty- 
fifth street station. 

As they were descending the stairs 
they were met by the* two bandits. 
Passengers on the platform heard sey- 
eral shots but could not see exacily 
what happened. 

Persons on the street, however, saw 
the robbers snatch up the bag, jumo 
into an automobile and disappear. 

JT’edestrians were unable to get .the 
license. number, for the robbers had 
adopted tae latest bandit device of 
burning some compound which emits 
a smoke screen through the exhaust. 

The murder of the bank messengers 
was the climax of a 24-hour period 
of sensational criminal activity. 

Many People Shot. 

Late last night a bandit shot and 
mortally wounded Jacob Bankhoff, 
druggist, after he had found but $20 
in the cash register. The robber es- 
caped, 

Early today two young men entered 
a downtown subway station, shackled 
the cashier’s arms behind him and 
while one made change for passengers, 
the other emptied the cash box of 
$650. They kicked the cashier under 
a shelf and escaped.

After hearing Heber A, Votaw, su- 
perintendent of prisons, the commit- 
tee announced through its chairman, 
Representative Graham, of Pennsy]l- 
vania, that it agreed employment 
should be provided for the inmates of 
the federal penitentiaries and that its 
only difficulty was to find ways for 
the employment of all who desired 
work. 


The ,committee will recommend the 
extension of the cotton factory at 
Atlanta where duck is being made 
for the manufacture of mail bags and 
will, also recommend the _ establish- 
ment of a shoe factory and a brush 
and broom factory at Leavenworth. 


Superintendent Votaw. told the 
committee that the men at Atlanta 
are anxious to work and that those 
who can be given employment earn 
from $10 to $12 a month which, while 
small, had contributed. he said, to a 
degree in relieving dependent fam- 
ilies.

Why not the city and county 
authorities merge their high schools at 
least, and complete the high school bunuild- 
ings now under construction, and by their 
coordination get better educational facili- 
tries? 

4. It %e a practical business matter-— 
a business merger inorder to eut down 
expenses and to increase efficiency.

FIGHTING FOR HEALTH. 

Organization of the Milbank Me- 
morial Fund has been completed by 
wealthy philanthropists and scien- 
tists. . 

The sum of $2,000,000 has been 
set aside to be spent under the direc- 
‘tion of a group of public health and 
social workers to demonstrate 
whether the extent of sickness in 
the United States can be materially 
diminished, and mortality rates 
further reduced. 

The announcement, just made, is 
of wide interest and especially in 
Georgia where a concerted campaign | 
ig under way to enlarge the public 
health service in counties, by state 
and federal aid, and to better con- 
serve human energy and to prolong 
life by a more determined fight on 
preventable diseases. 
® The committee on 
consisting of three of the most 
eminent men in practical health. 
work in the United States—the late 
Dr. Hermann M. Biggs, commission- 
er of health of New York state; Dr. 
Haven Emerson, former health com- 
missioner of New York city, and 
Dr. Lee K. Frankel, chairman of the 
national health council—directed at- 
tention to a century of striking 
achievements in the science of pub- 
Nic health resulting in an accelerated 
increase in the average length of 
life. 

It called attention to the fact that 
within the past three-quarters of a 
century the average duration of life 
has been extended by not less than 
fifteen years in many of the lead- 
ing .nations- of the world, stating 
that the gain in the life span during 
o the last two decades has been great- 
er than during the previous half- 
century; that while seventy-five 

ears. ago one-fourth of all those 
born in England died before reach- 
ing the age of three and one-half 
years, a decade ago it was not until 
the age of thirty-three and one-half 
years that one-fourth died. 

There is nothing inherently im- 
practical or extravagant, according 
‘9 these distinguished experts, in the 
proposal that we may attain such 
knowledge of the laws of health 
3 that within the next half-century as 

much as twenty years may be 
4 added to the expectancy of life 
a which now prevails in the United 
5 States, and to that task the Ameri-

The efforts of those who have 
given much of their time and money 
should be rewarded with success, 
and they certainly deserve the sup- 
port of the financial, manufacturing 
and business interests, not only of 
the south, but of the whole country. 


ACTIVITY IN ‘BONDS. 
The market in bonds has shown 
a healthier tone lately, with gen-

This class is content with the steady 
yield from the higher class of bonds 
and stocks. 

The latter cjass is most active at 
the present time, for the reason as 
stated above—the recent offerings 
onthe market from sound substan- 
tial companies, whose debentures 
offer unusually good yields. 

“This condition existing in the 
financial world,”’ writes C. H. Platt, 
financial expert and correspopdent 
of The Constitution, “‘will bring a 
large amount of new financing, as 
there are many -comrpanies in need 
of funds that will sell bonds if the 
market will take them in bulk.” 

Mr. Platt sees hopeful signs in 
the bond market and also believes it 
is going to be more active in the 
near future than at any time since 
last winter. 

Dealers are also optimistic as to 
the future of the bond market, and 
some even go as far as to say that 
they look forward to a better year in 
1924 than any year since the war.

HEALTH TALKS

EAT SPARINGLY TO LIVE LONG 

The by-products formed in the pu- 
trefactive decomposition of an'ma] 
ma er are more or less poisonous to 
human beings, whether this putrefac- 
tive change takes place outside or in- 
side of the body. Putrefaction is a 
process’ peculiar to nitrogenous mat- 
t If no nitrogenous matter is pres- 
ent there will be no putrefaction, but 
instead, perhaps, fermentation. Thus, 
meat, eggs, fish, the curd of milk, 
cheese, and the protein of vegetables 


and cereals putrefies; whereas the 
starches and sugars and fats ferment 
— inside or outside of the body, when 
the conditions are suitable, 

An important difference between 
the fermentation of foods and the 
putrefaction of foods in the food tube 
is this: By-products of putrefaction 
are poisonous, whereas by-products of 
fermentation are not, tho perhaps ir- 
ritating. In other words, a habit of 


normal period of time after a meal is 
not s0 injurious to general health if 
the food is chiefly vegetables as it 
would be if the food were chiefly meat, 
eggs, fish, milk or cheese. 


Nitrogenous food is essential to sup- 
port human life. But animal food is 
not essential and possibly more in- 
jurious than any of us realize just 
now. From a reasonable variety of 
ve ...bles.and cereals we may obtain 
ample nitrogen for the needs of the 
body. And vegetable protein or nitro- 
gen, vegetable meat, which makes 
peas, beans, whole wheat, oats fully 
as nourishing and sustaining as beef 
or mutton, has two characteristics 
which render it peculiarly available 
for our dietary: First, it is more eas- 
ily digested than animal protein, and 
second, it is less likely to putrefy in 
the intestinal canal when digestion is 
slow or food stasis is present. 

What if the food does putrefy in 
the intestine? Isn't the chief function 
of the intestine sewerage? Yes. But 


somewhere, the human sewer is also 
forced to serve as a digestive organ— 
probably man’s own mistake, evolu- 
ting so rapidly. And in the process 
of digestion and assimilation the blood 
stream takes up not only nutriment, 
but also a sample of whatever poison- 
ous materials there may be present in 
the food tube, and so we have to con- 
tend with autointoxication. The poi- 
sons really should be carried off by 
the sewer, but the human mechanism 
doesn’t work as perfectly as that, un- 
der our abnormal mode of living, and 
so it poisons itself. That is auto- 
intoxication. It may occur with a 
spare diet which is too largely ment, 
or when the small bulk of food is too 
slowly digested, but nine times out of 
10 the excess of food, taken from mere 
habit and the universal fear of starva- 
tion, is all that putrefies, and poisons 
the individual slowly, but surely, to 


death.

On Opera Tax

legislator. 


The amendment introduced by Mr. 
Holton to eliminate the tax was de- 
feated by a vote of 60 to 46. But 
in defeat, he added to his own repu- 
tation the admiration of al! bis fellow 
members, which always goes out to a 
man who has the courage to admit 
that he has made a mistake and to 
do his utmost to rectify it. 

Encouragement was «seen in the 
vote of the house, by the people of 
Atlanta who have to pay this tax. 
The closeness of the vote—shown 
most strikingly in the vote of another 
amendment to reduce the tax from 
$2,500 to $1,000, when it was 58 to 
d5—is indication, It is pointed out, 
that other members besides Mr. Hol- 
ton are learning the truth about At- 
lanta’s opera season. 


They are learning, it is said, that 
the action of Georgia’s lawmakers in 
taxing grand opera, a cultural, non, 
profit making undertaking, is giving 
the state untold quantities of bad ad- 
vertising. Georgia is now pointed 
to as the one commonwealth in the 
world which penalizes her citizens 
who are striving to educate the peo- 
ple in the enjoyment of the finer 
things of life, in appreciation of the 
arts. Georgia is the only common 
wealth imposing such a tax. 

But, with the gradual realization, 
one by one, of the members that 
in imposing this tax they have done 
an unfair, an unjust and an uncouth 
thing, it is believed that, if not thi« 
year, then at some not far distant 
date, the general assembly of the 
state of Georgia will remove this 
ludicrous blot upon the state’s world 
— for intelligence and repeal the 
ax. 

It may be repealed this year, at 
that, for the senate has yet to pass 
upon the general tax act, and it is 
rumored that a determined fight is al. 
ready underway to life this tax off the 
statute books of the state.
